I  have  been  honored  with  your  (Pxcellency'«  commands,  rBqwWBj? 
my  opinion  "  on  titb  legal  coorse  to  be  taken  for  erecting  such  Bb^s- 
tant  Parishes  as  are  mentioiwd  in  a  report  of  a  Committet^  Ip^^ 
whole  Council  upon  Ecdeeiastical  Aflairs,  dated  the  f  th  June  if^  as  QMiiM,JmMMp 
wdl  as  for  establiskiag  a  Parsonage  or  Ecclesiastical  Benefice  in  fRch 
V  Parish  respectively." 

The  Committee  in  their  Repert  have  stated  to  your  E» 
"that  from  the  papers  accompanying  the  order  of  reference  they 
eeiye  that  your  Excellency  does  not  expect  them  to  enter  into  the 
tail  of  a  gmeral  system,  but  to  mggeet  the  most  advisable  meaoa^ 
forming  such  establishment  as,  from  the  aggr^ate  of  the  Prot«eta^ 
population  in  different  parts  of  the  Province  and  the  present^pply  <€ 
Ministers  of  the  Church  to  superintend  them,  may  be  found  practicable.** 

And  to  attun  this  deel^ble  object,  they  humbly  apprehend  that  the 
two  preliminary  requisites  are  first,  "the  forming  of  swh  a  number  of 
Protestant  Pandit  as,  from  the  namber  of  Protestant  inhabitants 
dwelling  in  the  vicinity,  shall  be  thought  expedient;  and,  secondly,  of' 
a  Parsonage  or  Eodeeiastical  Benefice  in  each  of  such  Parishes." 

The  general  question,  tberefore,  which  arises  (mt  of  Hmf^  report  is 
this;  what  is  the  \eiffX  course  to  be  taken  for  the  EccleeiaRtical  Divisioto 
of  the  Protestant  See  of  Quebec  into  parishes,  and  for  the  erection  of 
Redories  therein  according  to  the  establishment  of  the  Church  of 
EngUnd." 

The  points  whn^  the  question  involvai  are  important,  and  although 
'4l  have  ultimately  satisfied  my  own  mind  upon  tliem,  yet  I  submit  my 
opinion  to  your  ExceUency's  consideration  with  great  diflSdmce. 

By  the  31st  Geo.  III.  Chap.  31,  it  is  enacted,  «  That  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  his  Hajeety,  His  Heirs  and  Sucoessors,  to  authorize 
the  GoTenKMT  c/t  poson  adininistering  the  Government,  with  the  advice 
«f  the  Executive  Council,  to  constitute  and  erect  within  every  Town- 
dup  or  Parish  whic^  now  is  or  may  be  hereafter  formed,  constituted 
or  flwictod,  one  or  more  Parsonage  or  Rectory  or  Parsonages  or  Recto-

The  Kingdom  of  England,  in  reference  to  civil  matter^  waaorigi- 

wdly  divided  into  Vilk  and  Parishes,  whiA  were,  m  above  stated^  d>      . 
ZnTonly  in  reference  to  eccleaiasticalatfurs.    The  common  Law 
even  took  no  notice  of  them,  in«>much  that  a  fine  was  not  adB^tted  of 

^ds  in  a  Parish.    But  m  process  of  time  parish^  weienoUc^  by 
«,ver.l  Acts  of  Parliament  in  reference  to  Ciril  matters,  particuJarly  the 

maintenance  and  setdemfimt  of  the  Poor, 

The  division  of  the  dioceses  of  England  in  parishes  cannot  be  as- 

cribed  to  «»y  one  Act,  nor  indeed  to  anyone  ain^  Jje.  The  moat 
ordinary  methodhowever,  of  augmentingthenumber  of  Pandi  Churches 
depended  on  the  piety  of  the  Thanes  or  Great  Lords,  who,  havmg  large 
Z^d  territories  in  the  com»t»y,  founded  churches  for  the  service  of 
their  femiUes  and  tenants  within  their  dominions.  It  was  Ais  gave  a 
primary  title  to  the  patronage  of  layihen,  and  made  the  bounds  of  apa-  ■  i 
fiih  commensurate  with  the  extent  of  a  manor. 


It  may  be  doubted  whether  in  England  Hia  Maj«ty  possMsod  tlie 
right  of  erecting  pariahet  when  they  were  noticed  by  Acta  of  Pwha- 
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inent  m  roferemoe  to  dvA  iiMitt«»i  ttd  when  Jhe  craatkm  of  •  p«iA 
Mibjeoted  the  hihabifamte;to  aaaciTOent  and  other  imporftioM  for  yariooi 
ciTO  porpoMt;  but  befoie  thb  ww  ibo  ewe  it  appetn  certain  that  H»  _^ 
llMJerty,  an  saprame  Lord,  had  the  right  of  foanding  a  Church  in  any

It  may,  h(Mr«ver,  be  soppoeed,  sinoe  all  Forerti  were  parts  of  the  . 
King's  ])MMun,  that  the  King  had  the  right  of  erecting  a  Foreil  or 
pvtoff  ForasiuitoaParish,  beofnue  he  there  possessed  tho  right 
of  fonnd^  a  Parish  in  ooauaon  with  the  Thanes  eadt  of  whom  bdd 
the  same  power  in  h»  own  imnor.    But  even  in  thiii  view  of  the  de> 
daion,  and  rqedu^  the  only  reason  Msigned  for  it  m  the  record,  vis: 
xqood  forartn  iHa.non  eii  mfira  fimifes  aficiQas  paroshin,"  the  case  yet 
doariy  wamnto  thai  eonstmction,  "that  fiis  Majesty  held  m  common 
with  lus  superior  vavab  the  n^  of  foun^ng  Churdies  <m  his  own 
domain ;  and  that,  whereon  helpossessed  the  right  of  founding  a  Church, 
tk«M  ht  mglU  ImiffkJlf  tttaU  a  ParM!'    And  since  by  the  thirty- 
eighth  seetiott  of  the  Act  31st,  Gea  3,  chap.  Si,  His  Majesty,  with  the 
advice  of  hia  Executive  Council,  may  found  a  Churdi  according  to  the 
eriii>lidmMnt  of  the  Ghnreh  of  Sngfamd,  in  any  part  of  Canada,  it 
fdlows,  even  upon  this  prindpKthafc  in  any  part  of  Canada  with  the 
pame  adviob  be  may  ereide  a  Prateitant  ParUi.    A  Panon  or  Bector,

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that  i»  not  -p.iochial,'*  an^  th^  canndt  b«  a  ParccWal  CUureli,  with-  M^^  ^^^ 
out  a  Parish;  and,  coneequentKy.vrhocver  po«essc8  the  rower  of  con- ^pe^ngo-^ 
rerting  an  extra-parochial  phicfe  into  a  Parsonage  or  Rectory,  and  of  ««wn.rw«* 
creating  a  Parson  or  Rector  to  enjoy  it,  must  alao  necessarily  possess 
the  incidental  right  of  erecting  the  extra-parochial  plUBe  into  a  Parish; 
for  without  that  there' can  he  no  such  power,  the  previous  erection  of 
such  extra-parochial  place  into  a  Parish  being  indi-pensably  necessary 
for  the^stablishment  of  the  Rectory,— the  very  means  by  which  it  must 
be  created.  ' 

By  the  thirty-eighth  section  of  the  Act  Slst,  Geo.  3,  chap.  31,  His     > 
Majesty  is  Empowered  «to  constitute  and  erect  within  ©very  Township 
or  Parish  which  then  existed  or  which  thereafter  might  be  formed,  con- 
stituted, or  erected  within  the  Province,  one  or  more  Parsonage  or  Bfic- , 
tory  or  Parsonages  or  Rfictories,  according  to  the  establishment  of  the 
Church  of  England."  / 

His  Majesty,  therefore,  by  this  section,  is  possessed  of  the  poiSrfer  of. 
converting  any  Township  in  Canada  into  a  Parsonage  or  Rectory,  and, 
by  the  thirty-ninth  section  of  the  same  Act,  of  creating  a  Parson  or 
Eectpr  to  hold  it;  and  since  every  Township  is  extra-parochial,  he  must 
necessarily  41so,for  the  reasons  above  assigned,  possess  tiie  identical  right 
of  erecting  any  Township  in  Canada  into  a  Protestant  Parish. 

With  respect  also  to  the  Roman  Catholic  Parishes  whiph  existed  at 
the  time  of  passing  the  above  Act  of  31,  Geo.  3,  which  indeed  were  the 
only  Parishes  then  in  existence,  tiie  reasoning  applies,  all  of  them,  in 
reference  to  the  Church  of  Enghmd  and  to  the  Protestant  See  of  Que- 
bec, being  equally  extra-parochial    For,  as  Parishes  in  England  are 
Ecclesiastical  Divisions  of  Dioceses  according  to  Uie  Establishment  of 
the  Church  of  England,  so  Protestant'Parishes  in  Canada  must  be  the 
Ecclesiastical  Divisions  of  the  Protestant  See  of  Quebec  according  to 
the  same  establishment;  and  this  the  Roman  Catholic  Parishes  which 
existed  at  the  time  of  passing  the  above  Act  of  31,  Geo.  3,  cannot  be, 
because  they  were  created  and  existed  long  before  the  erection  of  the 
Protestant  See  <rf  Quebec,  and  consequentiy  without  any  reference  to  it, 
and  becaose  they  were  erected  by  the  *  Authority  of  the  Pope,  whose 
power  ti^e  Churtsh  of  England  can  in  no  way  recognize.    And  such 
being  the  case,  the  report  of  the  Council  has  stated  to  Your  Excellency 
that  in  all  instances  wherever  a  Protestant  Rectory  is  to  be  established 
it  will  be  ileceMary  previously  to  create  a  Protestant  Parish,  even  in 
the  Roman  Catholic  Parishes  of  Quebec,  Montreal,  Three  Rivers,  and 
William  Henry,  with  co-extensive  or  rather  identical  boundaries,  al- 
though those  Parishes  have  existed  as  suchsince  the  year  1722. 
Sinoe^  therefore,  His  Majesty  by  the  above-cited  sections  of  the  Act

Hay  it  pkMe  yomr  Honors 

The  Committee  of  the  Executive  Council,  to  which  was  refened  hy 
your  Honor  the  Petition  of  the  Beverend  Doctor  Strachan  for  remu- 
neration for  monies  expended  on  the  Panonage  House  at  Cornwall  for 

the  residence  of  the  Minister  of  the  Church  of  England,  has  bestowed 
due  attention  on  the  subject,  and.  considers  the  player  of  the  petition 
reasonable  and  just.     :     . 

The  latter  part  of  the  reference,  to  advise  from  what  fund  compen- 
aation  can  be  made,  has  also  undergone  the  serious  consideration  of  tiie 
Committee.  In  its  deliberation  on  Uiis  subject  the  Committee  was 
MhiraUy  led  to  review  the  relative  situation  of  the  Ministers  of  ti|o 
ChurdihereandinEnghmd.  They  find  that  tiie  Bector  of  a^Ghurch 
in  England  has  a  ffee  in  his  lUwtory,  which  is  endowed  in  such  a  man^ 
ner  as  to  ensure  a  permanent  Revenue  during  the  Incumbents  life: 
that  provision  is  made  by  Statiito  in  Engknd  to  subject  tiiat  Bevenue 
to  the  charge  of  buUding  and  repairing  the  house  of  tiiePaisonage  or    , 

Rectory:  That  iii  tiiis  countiy  Oie  Church  is  not  achially  endowed, 
m>r  has  Oie  Minister  a  fee  or  any  security  in  his  Incumbency,  which, 
as  weU  as  h»  Rwenue,  is*at  ti»e  will  of  Uie  Crown :  That  no  provision 
Uiemfore  can  be  made  out  of  that  Revenue  for  buildmg  or  repairing 
tiiB  Parsonage  House:  That  it  is  contemplated  by  the  Canadi  Bill  to

When  the  Kingdoma  of  England  and  Scotland  were^  (kappily  foif 
both)  united  urtder  the  British  Crown,  the  subjecte  of  each  were  placed 
^n  a  footing  of  reciprocity;  they  were  to  enjoy  a  full  comnauhication 
of  every  right,  privilege,  and  advantage ;  and  their  respective  Churches 
were  established  as  •♦  true  Protestant  Churches"  withiri  their  particulalr 
limits;  the  Clergy  of  both  might  therefore  reasonably  expect  eq^ually 
to  participate  in  the  benefits  which  might  result  from  the  union. 

Viewing  the  conquest  of'these  Provinces  from  the  domain  of  Francfr^ 
.  by  the  united' «ertions  of  Qreat  Britain  and  Ireland  as  one  grwt 
advantage  resulting  from  the  union,  we  humbly  conceive  thatr  the 
Churehes  of  England  and  Scotland  had,  after  such  conquest,  equal. 
■  rights  as  to  the  exercise  and  enjoyment  of  their  respective  religious 
privates  therein,  and  an  equal  daim  to  enjoy  any  advantages  or  sup- 
port which  might  be  derived  from  the  newly  aoquured  territory^ 

By  an  Act  passed  in  the  8 let  year  of  the  reign  of  iour  Ilite  rcveied 
Sovereign,  whose  memory  will  long  live  in  otar  hearts,  ata  appropriatioii 
is  authorized  to  be  macte  of  one-seVenth  of  the  Lands  of  the  Provinee 
for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  a  Protestant  Clergy  in  ttiis  Province; 
ttnd  under  the  general  words,  «  a  Protestant  Clergy,"  used  in  that  Act, 
your  Majesty's  subjects  in  this  Provmee,  who  belong  and  are  particu- 
larly attached  to  the  Church  of  Scotland,  fondly  hoped  that  a  provision 
had  been  made  for  the  Clergy  of  that  Church,  as  well  as  for  those  of

The  Bill  was  proposed  on  W^nesday,  but  on  finding  that  a  strong 
majority  in  the  Assembly  woiild  bo  decidedly  against  taking  it  into 
immediate  consideration,  I  closed  the  session  on  Saturday  the  28tJu 
The  members  were  generally  anxions  to  return  home,  and  I  did  not 
think,  had  I  prolonged  the  session,  they  could  hi^ve  been  Induced  to 
take  up  th&  subject 

There  are  some  passages  of  your  Lordship'ff  despatclif  No.  57, 
on  which  I  beg  leave  to  make  thg  following,  remarks  :  Your 
Lordship  appears  to  suppose  there  may  be  a  Reluctance  on  the  part 
of  the  Clergy  Corporation  to  abstain  from  gf^nting  leasee;  I  may 
assure  your  Lordship)  that  as  far  as  the  Corporation  are  concerned  in 
this  question  they  wifl  in  every  respect  readily  Comply  with  the  wish^ 
of  His  Majesty's  Government  / 

They  have,  from  the  period  of  receiving  their  charter,  merely  acted 
as  agents,  examining  the  pretensions  of  applicants,  and  recommending 
tl^m  accordingly  to  the  Lieutenant-Governcir  in  Council.  If  their  recom- 
mendations are  approved  of,  the  Attorney  General  issues  his  fiat  for  a 
patent  to  be  made  out,  to  which  the  gre^t  seal  of  the  Province  is  affix- 
ed ;  and  the  same  course  is  pursued  as  ia  aU  grants  of  the  Crown. 

AU  rents  are  paid  in  the  first  instance  to  the  receiver  of  the  Corpo- 
ration; but  he  has  no  power  of  aBappriatfon.

The  receiver  of  the  Corporation  keeps  an  account  with  every  lessee 
in  the  Province;  he  receives  the  rents,  corresponds  with  persons  making 
inquiry,  and  is  obliged  to  keep  his  office  constantly  open. 

The  Corporation  have  never  claimed  .the  right  of  granting  leases 
and  will  be  glad  to  be  relieved  from  the  duties  imposed  upon  them. 

They  have  no  power  to  expend  any  sum  beyond  their  contingent

There  are  at  present  several  hundred  applications  which  hav«  been' 
J      acted  upon,  and  the  parties  promised  leases  as  soon  as  they  can  bo 
completed. 

The  applicants  have  taken  poeseasion,  relying  uu  the  Government^ 


and  have  geneaially  commenced  improvements,  with  an  understanding 
that  they  will  be  aUowed  to  purchase  their  respective  lots.

I  have  tlie  honour  to  admowledge  the  receipt  of  your  Despatch  of 
the  8id  of  Febmaiy,  in  answer  to  my  Despatches  upon  the  subject  of

Yoa  did  perfectly  right  in  making  a  oommunicadon  to  the  two 

BranoheB  of  the  Legislature,  of  the  instructicm  which  you  had  rooeived, 

and  of  the  impcMTtant  objects  to  whidi  you  wero  directed  to  call  their 

attention;  and,  although,  from  the  hte  period  of  the  Session  at  which

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Sib,— In  my  dfi^Mrfch,  No.  67,  of  the  2 let  November,  1831,  I 
authorized  you  to  apply  in  the  year  1832,  towards  the  mainfenaoce  of 
the  Bishop  and  othw  Ministers  of  the  Church  of  England  in  Upper 
Canada,  J65,QQ0  out  of  the  Casual  and  Territorial  Revenue  of  that 
Province  ;<4nd  I  eetiqpjjted  that  the  reBOuroes  available  to  the  same 
object  from  Provincial  Funds  by  Law  applicable  to  it  would  amount  to 
about  £1,000  making  in  the  whole  a  sum  of  £6,000.  Pdirecied  you 
at  the  same  time  to  divide  the  sum  into  three  parte,  whereof  on^ 
amounting  to  £1,600  was  to  be  paid  to  the  Bishop,  another,  amount- 
ing to  nearly  £1,000,  to  the  Two  Archdeacons  of  York  and  Kingston, 
and' the  third,  of  £3,600,  in  aid  of  those  payments  which  the  Society 
for  the  propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  parts  is  in  tihe  habit  of 
making  to  the  Ministers  of  the  Churob  of  England  who  aro  denomin- 
ated Missionaries.  You  have  since  been  informed  by  me  in  my  desr- 
patch,  No.  62,  of  the  30th  of  March  last,  that  His  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment have  determined  to  call  upon  Parliam^it  to  vote,  during  the  life 
of  the  Bishop,  the  whole  of  his  incoihe.  The  chaige  tha^oro  for  the 
maintenance  of  tihe  Cktgy  for  the  year  1832  will  be  reduced  from 
£6000  to  £4500.  I  have  since  learned  from  your  private  letter  of  the 
16th  <tf  February,  that  the  resources  derivable  from  the  funds  set  apart 
for  this  object  will  oonsidoably  exceed  the  amount  at  which,  judging 
fiom  the  Information  iu  my  possession,  I  had  ventured  to  rate  them. 
It  now  appears  that  the  interest  upon  instalments  to  be  paid  in  1832, 
upon  Reserves  antecedently  purchased,  wiQ.amoimt  to  £1200 ;  and  that 
the  net  produce  of  the  Rents  of  Clergy  Lands  leased  will  not  be  less 
than  £2300.  To  these  two  sums  will  be  to  be  added  the  interest  upon 
the  purchase  money  of  these  Reserves  vested  in  our  fund^  which  will 
amount  to  about  £300.  The  total  of  these  items  will  be  £3800, 
instead  of  £1000  at  which  I  had  estimated  them;  and  if  to  this  total 
thero  be  added  from  the  casual  and  territorial  rovenue  £1000  making 
in  the  whole  £4800,  there  will  be  abundant  means  of  meeting  all  the 
denunds  for  salaries,  indnding  the  two  Aichdeaoons,  fat  which  I  had 
intended  to  provide.  A  question  therefixre  naturally  arises,  as  to  the* 
most  advantageous  mode  of  disposing  of  the  £4000  to  be  taken  out  of 
the  CMual  and  terriUmal  revenue,  which  had  been  destined  to  this  par- 
tionlar  aervioek  and  which  will  iK>  longer  be  required  for  that  purpose.

Upon  the  fint  point,  I  am  of  <^nion  that  it  is  neoeaaaiy  that  the 
limits  <^ all  PaisonageS  or  Beotories  should  be  d^ned:  fiist,  because 
when  declared  and  eatabliahed,  they  are  intended  to  constitute  the  Eo- 
doBiasdcal  Dinrions  of  the  Province^  in  the  same  manner  that  ParisLea 
constitute  these  dirisifHis  in  England;  second,  because^  the  Minister 
being  appointed  to  the  Curt  o/SovU  within  ki$  Parnmage  or  Rtc- 
tory,  and  as  no  duties  ean  be  legally  required  of  him  d^oni  ittUmiU 
it  is  obvious  that  it  must  contain  such  a  number  of  inhabitanta  as  will 
constitute  aoongregation;  and,  third,  because  Churchwardens  must  be 
Reeled  annually  by  and  from  among  the  members  <rf  the  Churoh  re- 
siding within  the  boandaries  of  the  Parsom^  or  Bectoiy,  and  cannot  be 
elected  from  among  any  other  daai  of  peisons.  And  it  may  be  neceesaiy

ELavBNTH.— -The  re^rt  then  passes  to  the  oonrideration  of  cases  in 
which  your  Predecessor  is  charged  with  having  foiled  to  shew  respect, 
even  in  subordinate  matters,  to  the  wishes  of  the  House  of  Asselnbly- 

I  will  not  encumber  this  oommunfcation,  by  altering  into  a  review 

of  the  particular  transactions  noticed  by  the  Committee,  in  illustration 

of  this  complaint.    I  am  not  mdeed  sufficiently  in  possession  of  the 

fads  to  enable  me  to  do  so ;  nor  do  I  think  it  convenient  to  combine  a 

/  personal  discussion  with  a  general  statement  of  the  prindples  by  which

As  for  as  may  be  consistent 
with  your  duty  to  the'Ein^  you  will  accede  to  their  wishes  cheerfully 
and  frankly.  Should  that  duty  ever  H/I^gpd  you  to  differ  from  thdr 
opinion,  or  to  decline  compliance  w|D»  flw^  desifes,  you.  will  ezplm 
in  the  mostdirect,  and  of  course  in  the  most  conciliatory  term^  the 
grounds  <^  your  oonduet.

FovRraKNTBir— A  vBiy  considenible  part  of  the  Bep<»t  is  devoted

JUthoogb,  for  the  raMOoi  to  be  iubieqaently  ttated,  I  am  compelled 
to  think  that  the  eraatioa  and  endomnent  of  the  Bectoriea  wa«  not 
lAwM  or  valid  meMuw,  yet  it  would  be  mont  foreign  to  n^  rod 
intention  if  I  ihoald  be  rappoaed  to  eaat  any  doubt  on  the  propriety  of 
Sir  John  CWbome'a  conduct  in  reference  to  them.    That  diatinguiahed 
oiBoer  hM  given  too  many  proofc  of  hia  devoted  leal  for  Hia.  Majesty's 
Mrvioe^  ai^for  the  good  of  the  King's  rabjecta^  to  permit  the  admia. 
sion  of  even  •  annmae  injuriooa  to  his  public  gpvni  on  this  or  any 
other  occasion;  and  although  I  may  difiw  from  him  in  opinion  aa  to 
the  eipediency  of  establishing  the  Rectories  especially  at  the  mom«t 
chosen  for  that  putpoae,  yet  I  am  oonvmoed  that  Sir  John  Colborne 
would  ti  readily  w  any  inan  acknowtodge  OuA,  opponte  views  of  the 
public  inteiwt,  upon  any  particuhur.  queation,  may  be  «Qtortained  by 
raea  engiged  in  the  same  brancS  of  His  Majesty's  service  without 
den^atii^  in  Uie  dightest  degree  from  their  mutual  esteem  and 
confidence.    Indeed,  in  proportion  to  the  strength  of  those  feelings 
will  usually  be  the  fieedom  with  which  such  opposite  views  are  avowed 

and  discussed. 

On  receiving  your  Despatch  of  the  l7th  December,  it  ^>peared  to 
me  very  questi<Miable  whether  any  adequate  legal  authority  existed  for        . 
the  craation  or  endowment  of  UieBcctoriea.    I  did  not  indeed  per- 
ceive any  possible  ground  for  disputing  the  right  of  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  in  Council  to  proceed   to  that   measure,  if  previously 
sanctioned  by  the  King;  but  on  referring. to  the  oommiseions  of  lA>rd8 
Aylmer  and  Goeford,  to  the  general  inatnretions  accompanying  them* 
to  the  corrat^ndence  betwe^  this  department  and  the  Provincial 
Government,  and  to  the  minutea  ^  the  Executive  Council  of  the  16th 
Janua^,  1886^  it  appeared  to  me  that  no  such  sanction  had  ever  been 
given.     The  grounds  of  this  opinion  you  will  learn  from  the  accom- 
panying copy  rfthe  communication  which  I  thought  it  necessary  to 
addreaa  to  the  King's  Advocate  and  to  the  Attorney  and  Solicitor 
GenvaL 

The  Law  (MBcats  of  the  Crown  recdved  that  refoienoe  on  the  12th 
April,  and  reported  to  me  their  answer  on  the  8th  ultimo.  Thedeby 
is  readily  accounted  for  by  the  great  importance  of  the  question,  and 
by  the  anxiety  of  Hia  Majesty's  Legal  Advisers  to  offer  no  immature 
judgment  (cm  audi  an  oocaaifMi.  I  endose  for  your  information  a  copy 
idtixeit  report  Yoa  wiU  find  that  they  dedaie  their  qnnion  to  be,

They  will  perceive  that  their  recjuest  for 
the  grant  of  oertain  peculiar  advantages  to  their  own  church  proceeds  *., 
on  an  assumption,  the  accuracy  of  which  is  yet  to  be  decided, — ^the 
assumption,  namdy,  that  the  Church  of  England  has  acquired  a  valid 
and  lawful  title  to  the  endowments  made  in  her  favour  in  January, 
1836,  and  to  the  spiritaal  jurisdiction  which  is  supposed  to  be  incident 
to  those  endowments.

With  the  praviouaKDOwledge  which  you  possess  of  the  subject,  and  ''" 
the  informatiqpi  contained  ii}  the  accompanying  letter^  it  is  unnecessary 
lot  ran  to  eidar  into  uaj  detailed  exposition  of  the  present  state  of  the 
case.  It  it  is  BofBciept  toobaerve^  that,  notwithstanding  the  instanced 
the  di^tiM^  th^  objeotioDB  against  any  interference  of  the  Imperial 
rhiehj  as  you  will  pereeive^  hayo  bowi  addroaocd  to  me  by  some  of 
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Parliament  except  at  the  invitatini  of  the  Canadian  LegislatureR,  appear 
to  be  insuperable. 
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At  the  same  time,  there  fe  scarcely  any  questioa  ooimeeted  with  pub-  gjf^g^^ 
lie  afiaire  in  Canada  the  setflement  of  which  on  a  comprehensive  andwrfa^He^ 
liberal  basis,  would  be  haUed  with  more  satisfaction  by  Her  Mig^aty's 
Government  ,  ___^ 

Independently  of  its  intrinsic  interest,  this  qu>«tion  derives  «i  impoi» 
tance  which  can  scarcely  be  exaggerated,  from  the  nature  of  the  feelings 
which  it  calls  into  action.      Involving  much  of  a  religious  diaracttf,  it 
is  approached  with  sentiments  far  more  serious  and  deeply  rooted  than 
are  brought  to  the  discussion  of  ordinary  political  questions.     Itia 
therefore  with  no  groundless  anxiety  that  Her  Majesty's  Government 
have  long  contemplated  the  unsettled  state  of  this  question,  an  anxiety 
which  hB»  been  fully  justified  by  the  events  of  the  last  session  in 
Upper  Canada.     On  referring  to  the  public  journals,  I  find  that  the 
settlement  of  Uie  Clergy  Reserves  engaged  much  of  the  attention  of  the 
Assembly  of  that  Provence,  and  gave  rise  to  discussiona  of  unusual 
length  and  animation.    Th«  intensity  of  the  public  feeUng  on  the  sub- 
ject is  attested  by  the  large  space  devoted  to  the  discusnon  of  it,  no  leia 
than  by  the  direct  evidence  of  many  of  the  gentlan^^-'tfK^ve 
addressed  me ;  while  the  difficulty  of  devinng  a  final  settlement  oi  the 
antagonist  claims,  and  the  ill  consequences  resoltiii^  fiom  thdr  oonti- 
nual  agitation,  have  indlioed  some  uf  those  gentlemen  eamesUy  to  iayoke 
the  interposition  of  the  Imperial  Legislatore. 

Under  these  circumstances,  you  will  readily  understand  my  anxiety 
'  to  contribute  by  all  means  in  my  power  to  an  adjuatmeot  of  the  ques- 
tion, and  it  has  appeared  to  me  that  the  experience  acquired  ki  other  of 
the  British  Colonies  might,  perhaps,  be  useful  in  suggesting  to  the  Le- 
gislatures of  Upper  and  Low*  r  Canada  the  arrangement  of  a  meaaute 
which  might  be  satisfactory  to  all  partiea.  In  die  Colony  of  New 
South  Wides,  a  great  deficiency  existed  in  the  means  of  religious  instruo* 
tion,  a  deficiency  which  the  unassisted  efforts  of  the  inhabttants  would 
have  been  quite'  inadequate  to  supply.  To  remedy  this  difficulty,  Her 
Majesty's  Government  proposed  a  plan,  the  principles  and  detaib  <^ 
which  you  will  find  fully  explained  in  those  piarta  of  the  aooompMiying 
Pariiamentary  paper,  which  reUte  to  a  provision  for  the  eradion  at 
places  of  worship  and  the  maintenance  of  mmiaterB  in  the  Australian 
Colonies,  and  which  have  since  been  adopted  and  onbodied  in  a  Legia- 
lative  enactment  passed  by  the -Governor  and  Council  <^  New  Sootfi 
Wales,  and  alao  endoeed  for  your  infonna^n.    ' 

'  The  circumstances  of  the  Australian  Colonjea  differ  so  widely  fiiom 
those  of  Canada,  that  it  would  be  pUinly  impossible  to  transfer  to  the 
latter  oountiy  the  entire  system  which  has  been  adopted  with  aoooMi  in 
the  former.  Nor  should  I  venture  to  prescribe  to  the  Lepabtures  of 
the  Canadian  Provinoea  the  principles  on  which  they  ahoold  endeft>

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Qt»  Iiindi  iet  apart  by'fhe  Act  of  1701  for  idigkHU pdfpo«e%  and OMMAflMi 
known  .by  Uie  nameof  Clergy  Resenreb    It  could  scarcely  be  expected  akO^inlf. 
;,  that  the  discuauon  of  this  question  could  fiiil  to  produce  considerable  °^'^*  *''^' 
mvtaoveny  and  excitement,  orthat  its  settlement  could  be  accomplished 
^thottt  serious  diflSculty,    I  entertain,  however,  a  confident  hope  that 
M«a^  plan  may  at  an  eurjy  period  be  agreed  to^  by  which  the  difficul- 
ties lirhidi  have  hitherto  opposed  a  salisfactMy  adjustment  of  the 
0(Miflicting  claims  of  Tarious  religious  denominations  may  be  removed, 
and  an  adequate  provision  be  made  for  meedi^,  on  comprehensive 
principle^,  the  religious  wants  of  the  great  body  of  the  inhabitants.

&r  the  view  originally  taken  61  that  subject  by  the  Law  Officers  of  the 
Crown  may  be  alterod  whra  they  shall  have  maturely  considered  the 
explanations  which  have  recently  for  the  first  time  reached  me^  as  to  ;, 
the  grounds  on  which  the  Lieutenant  Governor  and  Executivo  Council 
really  proceeded,  I  am  at  present  unable  to  state.  In  the  meantinie^ 
however,  before  I  can  receive  their  Report,  I  think  it  right  to  acquaint

On  the     ^^^ 
part  <^  Her  MajeBty^s  Executive  Government^  I  cannot  hesitate  to  av^iir^ " 
our  entire  adogtio^  of  the  piindi^  ^7  ^^^  ^^  ResohitioB  was      - 
dictated.    Although  the  Endowments  of  the  Rectories  in  tlie  year  1836  :\ 

did  not  take  place  with  the  previous  ooncnrrenoe  or  knowlet^a  of  the 
preeoit  Ministers  of  the  Crown,  yet,  as  they  appear  to  have  been  made 
at  least  undei-a  presumed  authority  from  the  Secretary  ci  State^  and  aa 
considerate  time  has  now  elapaed  since  the  parties  ware  put  in  poesea- 
aion  of  the  Lands,  I  should  much  regret  to  be  compdkd  to  disturb  that 
settlement,  or  to  dispossess  the  Clogy  of  the  Church  <^  England  of  the
